I have seen reports that 8700 was selected be- 
cause it is a common frequency for the Taliban military, but these reports are unconfirmed.

AFGHANISTAN CLANDEST1NES 

Unless you have been in a cave for the last couple of months, you are well aware that the 
daily news is dominated by the war in Afghanistan. In fact, even if your name is Osama 
Bin Laden and you have been in a cave for the last couple of months, you arc also aware 
of this fact. Thus, we are faced with a difficult clandestine radio column lo write this 
month, given the fact that there is breaking news on just about a daily basis. By the time 
you are reading your monthly copy of 77ie ACE. it's just about certain that things will 
have changed. Thus, I give the same advice that I gave last month. A regular check of the 
internet clandestine radio sources is just about mandatory under the current 
circumstances. It is certain that people are also following the same advice at the Defense 
Department, the State Department, the CIA, and other governmental departments. Nick 
Grace and Martin Schoech have created the most valuable web site in the history of 
shortwave radio. As usual, http://www.clandcstincradio.com/ is the URL to check. If 
you haven't put this one into your browser bookmarks by now, then there is cither 
something wrong with your computer or with its operator. 

Having said that, and knowing that things are changing regularly, a review or what has 
happened through mid-October is useful. As we pointed out last month, the Taliban long 
ago made the decision that they don't need any radio services in English that are audible 
in North America. This remains the case. You can't hear any statements direct from the 
Taliban on any shortwave stations. Since Pakistan is the only country in the world that 
maintains diplomatic relations with the Taliban government in Afghanistan, and since 
even that is a technicality because everybody has decided that one country has to be 
present in Kabul for diplomatic channel purposes, it is obvious that nobody in the world 
says that there is a functioning recognized government in Afghanistan. Thus, by 
definition, all radio stations in the country are clandestincs. 

But, the number of Afghanistan clandestine transmitters is diminishing rapidly. As 
covered thoroughly by Clandestine Radio Watch, the Taliban's Voice of Shari'a 
shortwave transmitter was actually logged by Yuki Sakagami in Japan while suffering 
suddenly from ferocious bubble jamming. (CRW did not cite a frequency, but said that 
this happened around 1600 UTC on October 9). CRW goes on to say that the jamming 
suddenly ceased, after which the audio from the Voice of Shari'a disappeared. CRW notes 
that this coincided with a bombing attack at that time. Both the clandcstincradio.com web 
site and the Radio Netherlands Media Network web sites have recordings of the last 
minutes of this station, if you'd like to hear it. 

BBCM, cited via DXLD and CRW, reported that the Kabul studios of Afghan radio had 
been hit by British air strikes on October 7. But, since programs were heard at least two 
days later, it is certain that the Taliban have more than one radio program production site.

CRW notes that the Associated Press on the same day noted that it is likely that USA 
uansmittcrs located on aircraft will probably be playing a role in clandestine broadcasting 

Earlier yd, CRW reported that a radio program supporting former Afghanistan King 
Zahir Shah was scheduled for imminent production. This one allegedly will operate via 
local translators installed in the Afghan mountains, with no frequency or station name yet 
available. Program content will supposedly consist of Afghan opposition shows, from 
both the Northern Alliance and other ethnic opposition groups. Relays of international 
broadcasters such as the BBC arc reportedly scheduled for this one. In CRW, Nick Grace 
noted that Secretary of Defense Donald Rumsfeld has confirmed the general strategy of 
using radio as part of a psychological warfare operation. 



CAN WE HEAR ANY OF THIS? 

As noted in The ACE last month, several Asian DXcrs have been noting the Voice of 
Shari'a on various frequencies around 7080 kHz at 0100-0300 and 1500-1710 UTC, at 
least prior to the transmitter site bombings. Many have noted considerable 40 meter ham 
QRM on this frequency, which is no surprise. But, 1 have scoured various DX loggings 
sources, and 1 have not seen anybody in North America who has logged any of these 
shows. The 40 meter transmissions just before noon and after noon local time in North 
America arc of course impossible catches, given simple propagation deduction. The 0100 
broadcast should theoretically be able to get through under exceptional conditions, but 
this doesn't look likely at all. 

in a scries of anti-Afghanistan stations. For this information, we credit Jerry Berg 
(Massachusetts), Harald Kuhl (Germany), Tony Rogers (UK), and Victor Goonclillckc 
(Sri Lanka), all via DXplorcr. The so-far unidentified station operates on 8700 kHz in 
upper sideband, with obviously anti-Afghanistan programming. The station has been 
logged between 1600-1730 UTC, but this schedule is subject to change or expansion. 
Early spet illation is that this is a feeder transmission for an American psychological 
warfare operation against Afghanistan. This speculation has been cofirmed by mid- 
October by BBCMS. If you hear this one, let us know. 



WHAT MEDIA ARE THE TALIBAN USING? 

Since their radio services arc becoming more useless by the day, you might think that the 
Taliban and Osama Bin Laden would be somewhat strapped for media coverage. Nothing 
could be farther from the truth. Osama Bin Laden has been seen regularly on a worldwide 
basis through carefully timed and scripted videotapes. These have been delivered to the 
Al Jazccra Satellite Channel in Qatar. If you're interested in this worldwide Arabic news 
and entertainment network, it has a http://www.aljazcera.net/ web site. But, the whole 
site is in Arabic, so you will need some language skills that most of us don't possess. 



USA IK I KS TO CENSOR VOICE OF AMERICA AND COMMERCIAL NEWS 

It was widely reported in the USA press that in early October the USA government 
encouraged censorship of both the Voice of America and USA domestic news networks 
As reported in the October 9 Washington Post, the Defense Department attempted to 
force the Voice of America to remove any statements by Osama Bin Laden from its news. 
After internal bickering, the VOA nevertheless aired some of Bin Laden's comments on 
an edited basis. New VOA director Robert R. Rcilly confirmed this policy before a 
meeting of VOA stafT, according to the Post. 

About the same time. President Bush requested that USA commercial networks refrain 
from broadcasting any Osama Bin Laden remarks. The logic of the President was that Bin 
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Laden might be sending coded messages to his agents through the speeches. This logic 
persuaded a few media outlets for a brief time, but most eventually came to their senses. 
The logic was of course ridiculous. All of Bin Laden's remarks had already been aired 
repeatedly by A! Jazccra Satellite Channel, which is not censoring or editing them very 
much. A quashing of the Bin Laden remarks would obviously not prevent them from 
being broadcast. If agents want to hear what Osama has to say, they can easily view him 
on Qatar TV. 



SHORTWAVE RADIO SALES BOOMING 

Meanwhile, as reported in October by US News and World Report, sales of shortwave 
radios have increased by over 40% as a result of the war. The magazine cited Fred 
Ostemian of Universal Radio in Columbus as one of its sources for the sudden interest in 
receivers. Veteran ACE members will remember a similar phenomenon that took place 
during the Gulf War of the early 1990's. 

The number of direct targets on shortwave this time is considerably diminished in 
comparison with broadcasting during the Gulf War. Some of the Gulf War broadcasts 
included virtually live Scud missile explosions on Kol Israel. As most SWBC DXers 
know, several middle eastern countries maintain daily 500 Kw transmitters with daily 
programming, sonic of which is in English. Even some direct military communications 
were audible in the utc bands back then, coming in via very long skip at a time of high 
sunspots. Virtually none of that is available this time, especially given the silence of 
Afghanistan as we mentioned above. Thus, there is a potential for many novice shortwave 
listeners to be disappointed by what they can hear on their new receivers. Continuing the 
pattern of the early 1990's, this new shortwave boom could be followed by a bust caused 
by failure of new listeners to have their expectations fulfilled. 

'I here is, however, a vast array of normal shortwave broadcasts coming from countries 
around the world. I have noticed myself that the slant in Afghanistan coverage varies 
widely between many stations. Almost all of them, including the BBC, arc giving much 
more coverage to anti-USA demonstrations than we are seeing on domestic media. So, 
even ifyou can hear more of Osama Bin Laden on CNN than you can hear on shortwave, 
there is still plenty of fascinating war coverage on the shortwave bands. 



MT COVERS THE UTILITY ANGLE 

Larry Van Horn of Monitoring Times magazine checks in to report that the November 
issue of MT expects to have extensive coverage of military utility frequencies that 
exploded with activity after September 1 1. We shouldn't forget that this war is not being 
fought entirely in Afghanistan. Air Force fighters arc being routinely scrambled in the 
USA. sometimes escorting commercial flights of flying patrols over cities. The Coast 
Guard has increased its activity considerably. The list of utility frequencies used by 
operations like this is a long one. I anticipate that Popular Communications will likely 
run some coverage along these lines very shortly as well. All of this is a little out of my 
area of expertise, but it might pay to check the regular commercial magazines for 
frequencies that are being widely heard. 



LAST MIN UTE UNITED PATRIOT R ADIO INFORMATION 

We have last minute information on Steve Anderson of United Patriot Radio that has 
been forwarded by Tom Sevart. Although events arc breaking, and this is not yet 
confirmed, I'll print Tom's two messages without editing. Rumors in the first message 
obviously has been contradicted by the second message. The first message conies from a 
guy named M. R. Grigsby. 
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MESSAGES: 



To all on the list, this information might be of interest. Stephen H. Anderson, allegedly 
opened fire last date on Bell County KY Sheriffs Deputy, in Bell County KY. A female 
has been confirmed dead. Details arc sketchy at this lime. Kentucky State Police Special 
Reponscs Team in on the scene, and it is believe (sic) that Anderson is on fool at this lime 
in the mountains ! will post further information as it becomes available. 

Reference to M.R. Grigsb/s info about Anderson: 

At approximately 2000hrs (Easten time) 10/14/01, Bell Co., KY, SD made a traffic stop 
on Stephen Anderson, where he exited from the vehicle and fired multiple rounds striking 
the police vehicle with an AK-47. There was NO ONE shot. He is still at large. Officials 
have his vehicle and other devices found within, in custody. Per KSP at appioximatclv

This month I'd like lo go over some old information I had that is of interest lo 
numbers monitors. Hack on September 2 1st, an intelligence analyst with the Defense 
Intelligence ARcm-y was charged with spying for Cuba. Ana Belen Monies, 44 was 
arrested al the I Intense Intelligence headquarters in Washington, DC in September. 
Monies specialized in ( 'uba matters in the agency. 

Monies maintained contact with her Cuban handlers by calling pagers from pay 
phones and punching in coded numerical messages. FBI agents served a search warrant 
on Monies' apartmcnl in Washington and recovered a laptop computer with 1 1 pages of 
material. The interesting part for us spy numbers monilors is, part of (he text were 
instructions on shortwave radio reception and included references to "the numbers lhat 
you receive via radio." The text consisted of 1 50 sets of numerical groups. The text 
begins with 30107 24624. The FBI was able to determine that the number messages 
match exactly number broadcasts monitored on 7887 kHz AM, on February 6, 1999. 
According to the complaint filed by the FBI, the broadcast was of a woman speaking 
Spanish and began with Ihe words "Atencion." We all know this station as the Cuban V2 

In a previous column some time back, I mentioned lhat we numbers monilors 
never have any hard, factual evidence to prove that numbers si. Hums .nc actually used by 
intelligence agencies to send messages to spies. Now it looks as if we have the "smoking 

the technique of receiving coded data over shortwave radio is common with Cuban 
intelligence, and is the same method that 10 convicted Cuban spies arrested in Miami 
used to communicate with their handlers. It's presumed, but not stated in the complaint 

past, there w as rampant speculation as to what numbers stations arc really used for. 

in the Alps, to even swirl gnveiumcnl communications with UFO's. Now, anytime 
someone raises doubts, all we have to do is point to this. But, ofcourse, don't think you'll 
convince any UFO enthusiasts otherwise 

For Ihe longest tunc, probably not long altei the birth of radio, a need for 
communications security was realized. One of the first and most enduring methods used 
to encode messages is by using cither number or letter code groups. The German Enigma 
machine was invented in the 1920"$ and encoded text into five-letter groups. I don't know 
of any earlier uses of code groups for encryption, but I'm sure some methods were 
probably in use. 

The upshot of all this is, letter or number code groups are an effective means of 
passing secure information. Different methods of encoding have been used with varying 
levels of success against cryptanalysis efforts, but the same method ol transmission has 
essentially remained the same. And the same method will probably be used long into the 
future, barring any new, revolutionary breakthroughs in secure communications. So until 
any country's version of "Q" develops a wristwatch communications device, the real 
James Bonds out there will still rely on shortwave radio. 
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
